circum ference 4 feet from ground, 80ft. 
7 in.: plumb, g round to bulg e, 20 ft. 11 
in.: to first crotch, 37 ft. 4 in.: upward 
g oing limb 41 ft. 1C in.: hig hest point 
reached 51 ft. 3 in.: along bark to first 
bulg e, 25 ft. 3 in.; to first crotch. 32 ft. 
7 in.; to big lim b’s first fork, 44 ft; to 
second fork 57 ft. 9 in.: to hig hest point 
reached 85 ft.—Lee County Times.

Men and women 
among the reading classes no longer 
marry in any thing like such numbers as 
they formerly did, and the reason is 
that they hav e no pluck in them to face 
liv es of Spartan sim plicity on limited 
incomes. 
The result is disastrous to women, in 
asnmch as it prev ents many of them 
ev er marry ing at all. 
For if a woman 
does not marry when she is y oung v ery 
few men care to marry her when she is 
middle aged. Men marry in middle life, 
but they do not inarrv women of their 
own age. 
They marry y oung women. 
The phy siolog ical moral is that it would 
bo v astly better for both men and worn 
eu to road nov els for recreation only , 
aud when at work to read solid books 
which really ex ercise and dev elop the 
brain. 
In practice the result of this 
would be that both men and women 
would hav e better aud stronger brains. 
They would marry earlier and with more 
Courage. 
They would face the world 
more hojiefully and successfully , and 
they would become the parents of whole 
somer, healthier, happier and more eu 
puble children.— Eng lish Paper.

In ­ 
sid e the tube of the gun there are abouf 
50 spiral groovi s, which give the pro­ 
jectile or lon g bullet a twist as it leaves 
tin * gun . That twist causes the projectile 
to turn n early 75 times a secon d as it 
plun ges through the air. This projectile 
weighs 1,100 poun d s, an d it requires n o 
less than 500 poun d s of powd er to give 
it its full force. Every d ischarge of the 
gun costs in powd er an d projectile fully 
fOQO. 
The cost of on e of these gun s is 
n ot far fr< >m $ 100,0o0. 
To make un e of these implemen ts of 
war requires n ot on ly great skill, hut 
the use of very costly machin ery . 
Not 
on ly must the steel be cooked in en or­ 
mous furn aces, hut it must be season ed 
as d elicately as the most expen sive d ish 
for a ban quet. Chemistry is called upon 
to say just when the metal of which 
the gun is m a d e is of the proper d egree 
of purity . 
Then the stri 1 is cast in to a lon g east­ 
in g. 
When it is cooled , it is forged or 
elon gated un d er piessure while hot. 
Then if is turn ed outsid e an d in sid e on 
en ormous lathes. Then it is tempered , 
so as to hard « n the metal an d to d istrib­ 
ute the molecules ev* n ly through the 
m a ss to preven t d an gerous strain s an d 
burstin g when the gun is tired . Then it 
is turn ed again outsid e an d in sid e with 
absolute accuracy as to size. 
Then the 
powd er chamber is lin ished , an d the 
mechan ism for the fasten in g of 
the 
breech block is mad e. 
Then tin * gun is 
read y for its carriage, w ithout which, 
of course, it could d o n o work.— H a r­ 
per’s Roun d Table.
